IS YEARS AGO— 
County Crop Expected to Top State 


September 3, 1920 


The great banner county of 
the state only exceeded Jones 
county which is "way out W est” 
in the production of cotton last 
year by eight and one half bal­ 
es of cotton. Jones Co. stands 
ahead of such counties cs La­ 
mar, Fannin. Kaufman, Ellis, 
Hunt, Hill, Grayson and 
Bell 
counties. If nothing prevents, 
the Jones county crop 
should 
Stand first this year. But at 
this time, it 
seems that the 
boll worm is getting some dam­ 
aging work. 
Next to getting 
the 
school 
house and school grounds ready 
for school comes the children 
themselves. Naturally it would 
seem that we should think of 
the children first. 
But 
what 
good 
would 
it 
do 
to 
put 
the children in first-class con­ 


dition and then send them to a 
dirty, dingy, ugly, unsanitary 
school?

The bale was ginned at Fred 
H. Britton Gin's No. I.

"Because I’m 
working for the company,” the 
driver said. 
This man soon found him 
self in court. 
There arc som e, says a vet­ 
eran TEC em ploye, who take 
the attitude: " I ’ve earned 
it. 
Now’ I want to collect it.” In 
other words, a fte r they have 
worked long enough and earned 
enough to qualify 
for 
unem­ 
ployment com pensation, 
they 
feel they’re en titled 
to 
quit 
work and collect it. 
That is not th e way the pro­ 
gram is set up under the law 
Here, briefly, are some of thf 
requirements: 
1. You m ust have built up a 
certain am ount of work cred­ 
its during the 15 months pre­ 
ceding application, 
with 
an 
employer who 
hires four or 
more persons. 
2. You m ust have lost your 
job through no fault of your 
own. 
3 You must m ake application 
with TEC for an o th er job. 
4. You m ust be able and a- 
vailable to accept another suit­ 
able job. 
5. You m ust visit your local 
TEC office once a week to re­ 
port your availability for work, 
or if you have done w’ork, re­ 
port your earnings. 
For example, a woman un­ 
able to work because of preg­ 
nancy would not be eligible for 
unemployment 
compensation, 
even though em ployed by a con­ 
cern participating in 
the pro­ 
gram. 
Conflicting opinions isome­ 
trie s develop o v er what is an­ 
other ‘‘suitable” job and who is 
"available” for w ork. 
A typist who has been mak­ 
ing $200 a m onth may consider 
a salary of $185 unsuitable. But 
if that is the going 
rate 
for 
that work in th a t area, TEC 
may decide it’s suitable enough 
and deny unem ploym ent comp­ 
ensation. 
Others 
draw ing 
unemploy­ 
ment benefits m ay be "avail­ 
able” in body only. When di­ 
rected by T E C to apply for a 
certain job, th e y ’ll do it, but 
will appear so dull and uninter­ 
ested that prospective employ­ 
ers won’t hire them .

Most im portant to TEC 
is 
throwing a barricade 
in 
the 
paths of those people who just 
plain want to g et some of the 
money just because it’s there. 
TEC also trie s to alert em­ 
ployers to th e ir role in halting 
fraud. When a form er employ- 
e applies for benefits, a copy 
of his application is sent to the 
employer. If th e employe quits 
or was fired for incompetence, 
it is the em ployer’s duty to in­ 
form TEC at once. 
TEC warns th a t if you’re not 
willing to w ork at a suitable 
job, you cannot collect unem­ 
ployment insurance. 
Further- 
you cannot w ork, earn a salary 
and collect unemployment in­ 
surance at the sam e time. 
Invariably som e people try to 
get around T E C 
rules. 
Such 
persons cause trouble for their 
employers, w’ho have 
to 
pay 
more taxes; trouble for TEC, 
w'hich now is on the lookout for 
the chiselers; and trouble for 
themselves, because they are 
laying them selves wideopen for 
suits for fraudulent claims. 
Taken individually, the col­ 
lection by som e person of from 
$7 to $28 a week, to which he 
is not entitled, may seem like 
peanuts. But
